The importance, in fact the necessity, Of any man engaged in business

recognized. It is essential that such a statement be revised from time to 
time and kept up to date, and the latest statement compared with previous 
ones in order to determine whether financial improvement is being effected, 
or if the reverse is true.

Of course, his assets have a bearing on |} 
the subject, but it is his liabilities which more clearly indicate a man’s finan- 
cial standing. 

Liabilities can only be lessened by a realization of assets. Assets, on 
the other hand, may shrink, frequently do in the process of realization. A 
statement of assets, therefore, usually represents something of greater value 
than is actually possessed, and allowance must be made for this. Liabilities, 
on the other hand, may be under-stated, quite innocently, too, because a 
liability may be of an indirect character and contingent on something which 
may never happen. But it may happen, and must therefore be taken into | 
account, | 


The outstanding difficulty in Western: Canada today is not that the aver- 
age farmer's assets are not good, but that his liabilities are too great; that 
while he cannot realize on his assets at the present time except at enggmous } 
loss, his liabilities have accumulated and are not now acutely pressing.

Sound Immigration Policy 


The immigration policy of Canada 
for the future is in the making. It 
is among the. first two or three ques- 
tions now before the people of this 


country, and no one it better fitted 
to advise concerning it than is Col. 
J. 8. Dennis, of Montreal. Col. 
Dennis has spent fifty years deal- 
ing more or less directly with this 


problem In the service of the Do- 
minion: Government in Western Can- 
ada and later with the Land Depart 


ment of the Hudson's Bay Company 
and for the past 21 years with the 
C.PR. Department of Colonization 
and Development, of which he is 
now Chief Commissioner, his activi- 
ties have been largely directed to- 
wards filling Canada’s vacant places 


with desirable settlers, producers of 
wealth sach as are today more than 
ever needed to re-esiablish the pros- 
perity of the Canadian people. 

' In voicing the need of an aggressive 
and progressive colonization and de- 
velopment policy, Col. Dennis points 
out that it is the foundation upon 
which the superstructure of the solu- 
tion of Canada’s railway, industrial 
and unemployment 
be erected, and he continues: 

“In Canada ‘today we have 1 mile 
of railway for every 236.5 of our popu- 
lation, and, in the four western proy- 
inces, 1 mile for every 110. Compar- 


mile of railway for every 404 persons, 
and Great Britain one mile for every 
1,804. 

“In the three provinces of Mani- 
foba, Saskatchewan and Alberta, are 
80 million acres of land suitable for 
immediate cultivation, unoccupied 
and non-productive, within 15 miles of 
each side of the railways now in 
operation. 

“In the older provinces of Canada 
we have many thousands of improved 
farms, unoccupied and non-productive 
and waiting for colonists. 

“The national debt of Canada today 
is $2,372,000,000, or about $275 per 
capita of the population, and the an- 
nual interest on this debt amounts to 
$114,000,000 as compared with a totai 
Federal revenue in 1913 of 
$168,000,000. 

“The census of 1911 showed that 
we then had a population of 1,206,643. 
The last census shows a population of 
8,769,484, a growth that is even less 
than normal. What are we going to 
do about it? My answer is—‘colon- 
ize and develop.” 

“When I say ‘colonist,’ I use the 
terms in the broad sense of the im- 
migration to Canada of the colonist 
who will occupy and make  produc- 
tive, available agricultural areas, 
and, also laborers, skilled and unskill- 
ed, who will develop our mineral and 
timbered areas and extend our indus- 
trial life, and finally, colonization of 
the necessary capital to make both of 
the preceding activities possible. 


“During the war, and, practically, 
up to date, both our colonization and 
devélopment have been sianding 
still. Weare now faced with the 


question of how we can again stimu- 
late a large movement of desirable 
colonists to Canada and where they 
can be obtained. 

“Naturally, as part of the British 
Empire, we should first look to ob- 
taining the greatest possible number 
from Great Britain and Ireland. 

“The present population of the 
United Kingdom is 47,000,000, but 
of this number, less than 4,000,000 are 
engaged in agriculture, and unless we 
are prepared to take a large number 
of colonists without any previous 
knowledge of agriculture we cannot 
look for the immigration of large 
numbers from Britain. Further, it 
would now seem to be perfectly clear 
that the United Kingdom, and parti- 
cularly England, must look forward to 
the emigration of many millions of its 
people, and our.policy should be aim- 
ed at co-operative action between our 
Government and that of the Home 
Country to evolve some scheme un- 
der which many of these people of 
the younger generaticn can be fitted 
for agriculiural life in Canada by 
some preliminary training at home, 
and finishing the training here, to- 
gether with final assistance to enable 
them to establish themselves as farm- 
ers after this training has been .ob- 
tained.

Irrigation is coming {nto its own 
in Western Canada. Pioneers of the 
older provinces began with an axe 
and an ox team and were skeptical 
of the farmers becoming their own 
rain makers. Now the irrigated dis- 
tricts such as the Okanagan Valley, 
British Columbia, not long. since a 
desert, bloom like a rose through 
the vitalizing wealth of the waters 
of irrigation. A large acreage that 
is now being won from nature is the 
soldiers’ settlement land in the 
Southern: Okanagan — a 2,200 acre 
tract that is of national interest be- 
cause of its strategic location and 
the ‘engineering skill required to 
make it of service to the soldier set- 
tlers. A motor trip through the 
settlement revealed a country rich 
in scenic. beauty, interesting in old 
land marks and marvellous in pres- 
ent activity of transforming a wild- 
erness into a garden. It lies in a 
lovely valley, extending from Vas- 
eaux Lake to the International Boun- 
dary. The northerly part of the 
settlement is 22 miles from Pentic- 
ton. 

Water for the irrigation is sup- 
plied from the Okanagan river 
which, at point of diversion, is about 
three-quarters of a mile below 
Vaseaux Lake and has a width of 
200 feet. A concrete dam raises the 
surface of the water 8 feet. The 
system has been built in a very per- 
manent way with concrete lined 
ditches whieh prevent seepage losses, 
concentration of mineral salts and 
water logging. The cana) is 18 feet 
wide on top, five and a half feet 
deep and capacious enough to run a 
boat with a flow of 170 cubic feet per 
second, Eleven miles of the project 
is finished, 5 miles partly done and 
when. finished, 22 miles of cana) will 
be built to the Boundary. From the 
varying disposition of the topo- 
graphy, ber engineering problems 
and difficulties arose—problems that 
were unique in engineering in Am- 
erica. Various experiments had to be 
resorted to which included the use 
of great wood stave pipes and rivet- 
ed steel pipes; some 80 inches in 
diameter. 

Ap example of the immensity of 
the task as well as of the engineer- 
ing skill required is the construction 
of thirteen flumes in the nine miles 
from the Intake to the cement pipe 
works. There will be about 1,200 
acres of irrigable land in the plot 
and the land is being developed un- 
der the most favorable conditions

with an ample supply of water. 

A plant for the manufacture of 
concrete pipes is one of the ex 
tensive industries of the settlement 
Twelve miles of pipe will be built 
this season by 26 men, with an out- 
put of 650-feet of piping a day. 

A portion of the land was put on 
sale last spring and about 600 acres 
sold. The first orchard was planted 
by Perley Simpson, a returned sol 
dier, belonging to the construction 
camp. 

The town of Oliver will be the ad- 
ministrative centre of the district. 
It is one of the few planned towns 
in Canada and is not being de- 
veloped in a haphazard way with 
speculation in sub-divisions. The 
Government ‘have placed on the mar 
ket just what is needed, and this 
will be sold off before further land 
is open for sale. There are areas 
for a park, for a city hall, for a 
school, for various public buildings 
and space for all that is required 
for an up-to-date town, 

The Oliver recreation grounds are 
across the river from the town, the 
present site of the big irrigation 
construction camp. The young men 
built a rmanent recreation hal! 
after belng supplied with lumber 
and various requirements by the 
Government. An athletic associa- 
tion was formed and now the hall, 
a fine structure, 50 by 70 feet.

»stablished about five miles south 
of Oliver, on the main highway 
Where 24 acres are now under cul- 
‘vation with six acres in young 
trees which will be sold to the sol- 
dier settlers. 

Leaving Penticton, on our trip to 
Oliver, each interest beckoned to a 
fresh delight Winding in among 
the hills, we sped around Dog Lake. 

steamer “York” on the shore, 
will be used by the Kettle Valley 
Railway, from Penticton to join with 
rail again at Okanagan Falls on the 
way to Oliver and the Boundary. 
Passing Vaseaux Lake, through the 
stock raising country there was a 
wealth of beautiful scenery — the 
water lilies on the lake, the wild 
swans who make their home there 
all the year around, the overhangin 
reck on the motor road, all adde 
to the beauty of the scene. 

A point of interest was the bi 
‘struction camp where we ha 
dinner at the headquarters staff 
dining room. It is a reguiar settle- 
ment with even the hen and her lit- 
tle chickens a part of the scene. $11 
men of the camp ‘make their home 
there and it will be the place of the 
camp for the next two years. For 
the workmen there is an immense 
dining tent and 150 men are served
